Holds Her Hand in the Position

SHE IS HER LAST WITNESS

She Admits She Was Angry, 
but Declares She Acted in 
Self-Defense.

EDWARDSVILLE, IIL, April 26.— 
Flashes of lightning crossed her face 
and thunder rolls made the sound of 


her voice less distinct while Mrs. Lucy 


McTeer Shannon submitted to the one- 
hour cross-examination of State’s At- 
torney Gillham this morning. The cll- 
max came when he said: “Just how 
did you hold the revolver?’’ 

She did not obey at orice, but seemed 
to be wondering if she could repeat the 
action. Every person in the courtroom 
looked hard. Judge Cooper, her coun- 
sel, spoke encouragingly to her and she 
lifted her right hana, -weakly ai first. 
but with a strength that gained until! 
she held it as it had been when the 
trigger was snapped. 

Her thumb and three fingers held an 
imaginary revolver while her forefinger 
drew back an imaginary trigger. 

“It was that way,’ she said anda 
looked at the jury. Her voice still held 
the half pathos that was in it when sine 
began to give testimony vesterday aft- 
ernoon, no more. It may be that imag- 


ination and memory did not make the 
Instant particularly painful for her, it 
may be that her will had made her 


emotions obedient, but she gave the il- 


lustration asked without tears. 

Mrs. Shannon resumed her place 
on the witness stand this morn- 
ing in the courtroom where she is on 


trial for killing her husband near Mary- 
Vilie last December after a quarrel due 
to her belief that .e was paying at- 
tention to another woman. 

State Attorney Gillham spoke 
but his questions were 
searching, nevertheiess. Despite the 
rain, the courtroom was crowded and 
one old man who had not gotten a.good 
Beat, Knelt in the aisle near the rail- 
ing. The defendant answered the ques- 
tions of the State Attorney as well as 
she had replied to those of her own at- 
torney, Judge Cooper, Wednesday after- 
noon.

They were kinder to Mrs. Shannon than 
the sunlight of yesterday and she ap- 
peared @ hanusomer woman. Lightning 
flashed and she bit her lips as it crossed 
her. face. 

Admits She Was Angry. 

She admitted that she was a little an- 

gry when she threw her husband's shoes 


through the window the morning of the 
shooting, but declared that she got the 
revolver only when her husband threat- 
ened her life with a stove wrench. The 
State's Attorney asked her why she 
went outside the -house after break- 
fast. She hesitated and replied: “I went 
outside to practice shooting.’ She said 
that she said to her husband, ‘‘Lennie, 
watch me hit that tree,’’ and that he 
replied, ‘“‘You, you can’t hit nothing.”’

The 
Health Commissioner added that as he 
did not feel safe with Francis acting 
under his direction, he concluded he 
would get someone in whom he could 
place full confidence. He did not ques- 
tion the competency of Francis, but he 
expressed dissatisfaction with the lat- 
ter’s friendliness for Edward Butler. 

‘Both of these men would have been 
permitted to retire gracefully from of- 
fice, if they had dealt fairly with me,”’ 
continued Dr. Bond. “They knew I was 
familiar with the facts, that I did not 
desire to take any drastic steps, as their 
terms Were near completion. When 
found they had enlisted their allies to 
make a fight against me, to discredit 
my administration, I became Interested. 

“The Mayor is familiar with the reas- 
ons why I dismissed Scherck and Fran- 
cis. I acquainted him with them. 

‘IT asked him to allow me to deal with 
them. He left the entire matter in my 
hands. When our friends in the Council 
handed me-the lemon I received at the 
last meeting, I handed them back two 
lemons.

In reply to telegrams sent by the 
Post-Dispatch to A. L. Erlanger of 
Klaw & Erlanger and to C. A. Bird, 
representing the Shuberts, asking for 
a statement frora each concerning the 
published story of the syndicate-inde- 
pendent merger, the following tele- 
grams were received Thursday:

The noncommittal attitude thus as- 
sumed leads to the belief that the story 
of the consolidation is founded on fact. 
If it were not and there was still to 
be active competition between the syn- 
dicate and the independents, it is only 
reasonable to believe that each would 
be prompt to deny and discredit the 
report of the merger and to declare 
their intention of competing as stren- 
uously as in the past. 

It seems likely that negotiations look- 
ing toward a combination of the oppos- 
ing forces were begun by George B. 
Cox of Cincinnati, who is said to have 
something like $300,000 invested in Shu- 
bert enterprises and to have advocated 
for some time past a consolidation with 
the syndicate, arguing that this would 
insure the greatest economy in admin- 
istration and be financially beneficial to 
both. 

A significant local development bear- 
ing upon this phase of the situation is 
found in the fact that Representative 
Rhinock of Ohio, who is associated 
with Cox and the Shuberts in the New 
York Hippodrome, was in St. Louis 
last week, looking over the local field. 
He did not give the local representa- 
tives of the syndicate-and independent 
interests any definite information as to 
the precise purpose of his sudden and 
unannounced visit to this city, but pur- 
sued his investigations in his own man- 
ner. He left for New York following 
the termination of his inquiry. 

Just what will be the immediate local 
effect of such a combination it is dif- 
ficult to say. It is argued on the one 
hand that the Shuberts have for some 
time past been convinced that the Gar- 
rick Theater, their present St. Louis 
property, was too small for the .most 
profitable booking of their big attrac- 
tions, and that the site at Twelfth and 
Locust streets, for the purchase of 
which they have been negotiating re- 
cently, was intended to be occupied by 
a larger playhouse. The Garrick, it is

A pretty little book written by a kin- 
dergarten child of 1873 will He side by 
side with one written by a child of the 
same age in 1906, and likewise there 
will be the first. book written by 
young woman- in the training depart- 
ment 28 years ago to compare with one 
written by a young woman in the same 
school last year. 

The first book was written by Susan 
E. Bows. The author of the latter day 
volume has not~ been disclosed. Miss 
McCulloch is also sending photographs 
of school life with charts showing the 
progress of the child from the time it 
enters the department until it reaches 
the age where & enters the primary 
grades of the public school.

|Trainmasters and Dispatchers 


Benefited. 


When the trainmasters, chief train 
dispatchers and ‘‘trick’ dispatchers em- 

loyed by the Missouri Pacific-Iron 

ountain system’ receive their pay 
checks for April they will find an in- 
crease in the amount they have usually 
received of from $5 to $25, and this in- 
crease will be permanent.

HAITI] COMFORTS NATIONS. 


Won't Send Vice Admiral to 
Jamestown, Ske Says. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Hayti today 
comforted all the naval powers when 
it notified the Department of State that 
there is no truth to the story that it 
proposed to send a Vice-Admiral in 
command of a tug boat to the James- 
town Exposition. The rank of a Vice- 
Admiral is higher than that of any of- 
ficer expected to be present at James- 
town except the representative of Jap- 
an. There was chagrin in international 
naval circules as the Haytian vice-Ad- 
miral is a black of the most pronounced 
type, and would outrank the highest 
officers of first-class powers. 

Secretary_ Root was today notified 
that no naval representative of Haytl 
would be sent to that Government to 
the Jamestown Exposition and it never 
had any intention of sending a nayal 
officer.

He also practically charged 
that Debs, Haywood and Moyer are 
men of this class, but he neglects to 
cite even one instance to bear eut his 
contention. He cannoi expect the pub- 
lic to belleve that these men eneeurage 
lawlessness just because Theodore 
Roosevelt intimates that they do. He 
sheuld show some sort of evidence to 
sustain his position if he wishes to be 
considered seriously. Without citing 
seme specific instance where Debs 
Meyer or Haywood instigated lawless. 
ness, Mr. Roosevelt should have, in 
commen decency, omitted the names of 
these men.”’

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TRUST OR ANTI-TRUST BREAD? 

St. Louis. people usually eat bread at their own 
expense and pay for it out of earnings each 
one competes for by beifg compelied to try to give 
his best results for the money he gets. 

Accepting this as inevitable, they do not need 
argument to convinée them that no one man, 
no one company, no one combination of compa- 
nies, should control the bread supply and fix quan- 
tities, quality and prices for such a city as St. 
Louis. 

As against an attempted monopoly of the bread 
supply, the public will indorse the attempt of 
master bakers or anyone else to associate in a 
way that will make open competition possible. 

In an emergency of this kind, it was Benjamin 
Franklin, or someone else with a mind which op- 
erated at his level, who showed the remedy. It 
is that when monopolists combine, bread bakers 
and buyers must associate. 

Such association is natural and inevitable under 
the circumstances. It has not been effective be- 
yond a certain point up to the present because its 
effectiveness has been used so often not to “break 
the trust,’’ but to break into it. 

This is now so notorious’ that the question in St. 
Louis is of whether the Bread Trust will be 
broken or broken into. Either can be done with 
effectiveness and St. Louis can only hope for the 
best, 
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There doesn’t seem to be much doubt that the 
proposed tax on corporation stock would prove 
unconstitutional, on the ground that it represents 
Couble taxation and class legislation. The tax is 
unsound in principle and would probably prove 
disastrous in practice. It would be wise on the 
part of the Legislature to drop it.

T IS interesting to figure out the odd derivations of many words in com- 
mon use. For instance, Persia’s ruler is the “shah,” which word entered the 
English language long ago by way of the Arabic and old French, arriving 

in the form of “‘check.”’ “Chess” is really ‘‘checks,”’ kings; and the ery of 

‘Check!’ means one’s king is in danger. Hence the verb and substantive “‘check,"’ 

or “cheque,” which was originally the counterfoil of a bill that served to 
er a fraud; “‘checkered,”’ from the aspect of the chessboard, and “exchegq- 
uer,” from the checkered pattern of the tablecloth on which the king’s accounts 
were kept with counters. 

“Zephyr” and “cipher” and “zero” are words that come to the English 
from the Arabic “sifr,”” which meant literally “empty,” and so “nething” and 
the figure that represents nothing. In medieval Latin this figure was called 
both “ciphra’ and also “zephyrum,” the latter probably from association with 
‘“gephyrus,” or something even lighter than air. Hence, t through the Italian ‘‘ze- 
firo,”” there is the werd ‘‘zero” as a doublet with “eipher.”’

OCCUPANT MAKES DENIAL 





Passenger in Campbell’s Ma- 
chine Says It Was Going 
16 Miles. 


Ray of 5201 Vernon avenue, 4 
coffee salesman, told a Coroner's jury 
Thursday that in his opinion Gratiot 
Cabanne and James E. Campbell were 
racing at the time John Hastings, a mo- 
torman, was killed by Campbell's ma- 
chine last Saturday evening. He also 
told of an exciting argument which took 
place between a man in a buggy and a 
man en foot just after the accident. An 
effort was made to show that the man 
on foot was Cabanne and that he was 
attempting to intimidate the man in the 
buggy.

continued until 3 p. m., to give the po- 
lice a chance to bring in two additional 
witnesses. Ray testified that he” was 
driving with his wife on Tamm avenue, 
near Clayton road, when he saw the 
automobiles coming East. They were 
about thirty feet apart and it looked 
to him as if they were racing and that 
Campbell was trying to pass Cabanne. 
Their speed, he thought, was about 
twenty-five miles an hour. They at- 
tracted much attention. People rushed 
out of their homes to watch them. They 
made so much dust that it was five 
niimutes before he could proceed down 
Clayton road. When he saw people run- 
ning to the scene of the accident, he 
though one of the machines had turned 
over, they were going so fast. 

When he reached the scene he saw a 
man and a woman in a buggy. A short 
dark man was shaking his fish at the 
man in the buggy and saying, ‘You 
take that back or I'll pull you out of 
the buggy.’ He didn’t know whether 
the stout, dark man was Gratiot Cab- 
anne. He supposed the man in the bug- 
gy had criticized the speed at which 
the automobiles were run. 

Eugene F. Williams of 9 Washington 
terrace, who was a member of the 
Campbell party, said that after the hill 
climbing contest at Forest Park the 
party stopped at the Hawthorne, a 
saloon at 6623 Clayton road. They had 
not more than two drinks each. He 
did not see Hastings until just before 
he was struck. 

The Cabanne machine had just missed 
him and was passing him Vhen Cab- 
#nne’s machine swerved the Campbell 
machine was only five feet behind it, 
he said. The Campbell automobile 
struck Cabanne’s before Hastings was 
struck. He could not say positively 
whether Campbell sounded a warning 
signal. The machine ran 2% feet after 
the man was struck. When the Camp- 
bell machine swerved to the south, he 
6 Hastings jumped directly in front 
o : 

He was not in a position to see the 
speedometer, but he thought the ma- 
chine was running about 16 miles an 
hour. Two rigs were going west, 
buggy in front and a wagon 

rear. The Cabanne machine, 
swerving to avoid Hastings, ran be- 
tween the buggy and the wagon. He 
was quite sure Campbell and Cabanne 
were not racing. 

He didn't see Cabanne’s machine until 
the accident. He remembered meet- 
ing several machines which were going 
west, but he couldn’t recall passing any 
going east. 

if Hastings had remained standing 
still after Cabanne’s machine had 


not have struck him,” he said. 

Policeman Etling testified that he ar- 
rested Campbell after it was learned 
that Hastings was dead. 

“That is, I told him he was under ar- 
rest,”’ he said.

“Tip” Lanham Says Wife Was 
Unusually Affectionate 
Last Day Together.

She Took One Child With Her 
and Afterward Secured 
the Other. 


Philip 8S. (‘Tip’) Lanham, engine driv- 
er in Firehouse No. 38, and admiringly 
known throughout the Fire Department 
as “The World Beater,” filed suit in 
the Circuit Court Wednesday for di- 
vorce from his wife, Mattie E. Lanham, 
and for the custody of their two chil- 
dren, Frank Stewart, aged 12, and Sarah 
Louise, aged 6, who, he claims, were 
kidnaped by their mother. 

The couple were married Sept. 3, 1892, 


and Mrs. Lanham left her husband Jan. 
27, 1907, since when, he avers, he has 
had no knowledge of her whereabouts. 

The summons was served on Mrs. 
Lanham Wednesday afternoon in St. 
Louis, it was said at the Sheriff's office, 
but her address is not known there. 

Lanham, who was seen at the home 
of his sister, 3412 Walnut street, Thurs- 
day morning, by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, burst into tears as he told of the 
estrangement between himself and hi'‘s 
wife after 15 years of married life. 

Kissed Him; Never Saw Her More. 

“Jan, 27," said the fireman, “I went 
home, 3437 Eads avenue, in the morning 
from duty, and my wife asked me what 
I should like to have fdr dinner. I 
told her, and when I got back that night 
she had prepared the finest meal imag- 
inable. It was the best she had ever 
cooked for me. When I left that night 
to go back to work, she kissed me good- 
by with more than usual fondness. I 
haven't seen her since. 

“When I went home for breakfast the 
next morning I found she had packed 
her trunk and gone, taking our 6-year- 
old girl with her. I have no idea where 
they are now or where they have been 
since they left. She did send me a let- 
ter from Sedalia saying she was gone 
for good, but I think the letter was 
mailed en route. 

“She left my 12-year-old boy with me, 
but Wednesday, I suppose after she had 
heard I had filed suit for divorce, she 
went to the house where I was keeping 
him and got him. I will spend every 
cent of money I have finding my chil- 
dren and recovering them from her, for 
I do not think they ought to be brought 
up by her.” 

With Fire Department 15 Years. 

Lanham has been connected with the 
Fire Department for 15 years, mostly as 
a driver. For four vears he drove for 
the late Assistant Chief Thierry and 
Assistant Chief Busch. It was then 
that he earned the name of ‘“World- 
Beater,’ because it was said that 
he could hitch up a buggy faster 
and get to a fire with more expedition 
than any other man in town. He is 
known now as one of the best drivers in 
the department. However, though he is 
noted for his speed, he is so cool and 
careful that he has never had an acci- 


dent. 
He is a son of the late Judge P. 8.
